A At the end of December 1940, I was in my position as Chief of the 
General Staff of the German Forces in Norway, I was called into the OKH, 
where the Chief of Staff, Colonel General Halder had a conference with the 
Chief of Staff of the Army Groups and the independent armies, ene of which was 
mine, At this conference we were told that there was a directive from the 
8 December, 1940. At this conference, alse, we received basic information 
for the intended operations against the Soviet Union. 

From this directive I understood that also, troops of my Army would 
take part in this operation, Therefore, I was especially interested in one 
speech, which the Chief of Staff of the Finnish Army, who was there also, 
made, He spoke at that time about tne military actions in the war between 
Finland and tne Soviet Union, He gave us an impression of the fighting 
value of the Soviet Army and also of the Finnish troops. 

General Heinrich, that was the general who Spoke, also had a 
conference with Colonel General Halder, in which I did net take part, but I 
assume that they were concerned with pessible cooperation between the Finnish 
and German troops in case of a conflict between Germany and the Soviet Union, 
There existed since the Fall of 1940 a military conperation between Sermany 
and finland, The German Air force had made arrangements with the Finnish 
General Staff for through traffic through Northern Norway to the Finnish 
points, This transit traffic, in conferences at Helsinki with the OKW, 


was extended, It increased to a general transit traffic of the German 


Wehrmacht from Northern Norway to the Finnish porte. 


The German Heeren Office was transferred to the capital of Lapland so 


that German transport units would be brought te Petsamo. Furthermare, 


offices for Supply were installed along this route and along the railroad whic! 


led from North Finland to ports at the Fipnish south ceast, 


In December or January, 1940-41, I had tngether with the OKW, 


discussions about details of the participatian af troops from Norway, together 


with Finnish troops in attacks against the Seviet Union. 


Q Can you tell me, witness, did you have accasion to negotiate with 
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the Finnish General Staff about the collaboration in attacking the Soviet 
Union? 
A I have not understood the last question, 


Q Did you have the opportunity to negotiate with the Finnish General

A Yes, I did. 

Q Teil us, please, who instructed you to negotiate with the Finnish 
Government and how did the negotiations take place? 

A I had orders and authorizations by the OKW, which was the immediate 
superior of myself and my army. In February, 1941, I received, after the 
basic facts had been cleared as to the participation from Norway based on 
Finland, I received the order to travel to Helsinki and to get in touch 
there, personally, with the Finnish General Staff and to discuss these 
operations with them, operations based on middle and northern Finland. 

On the 18 of February, 1941, I reached Helsinki and on the two 
following days, I had conferences with the Chief of Staff, General Heinrich, 
his representative, his deputy, General Airo, and the Chief of Operations of 
the Finnish General Staff, Colonel Tapola.

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As a result of these discussions there was worked out by the German

through the High Command of Norway, the name of "Blaufuchs," 

In May, exactly on the 2hth of May, I met the Finnish Chief of Staff 
Heinrich, who had been invited to the Fuehrer's headquarters at Brandenburg 
und flew with him to Wunich, where I had with him and his chief of that 
section, 2 discussion in preparation for another conference at Salzburg. 

On the 2lth there was at Salzburg a conference between the OKW, Field 
viarshal Keitel, Jodl on the one side and on the other, General Heinrich and 
Colonel Tapola, at which the basic plans for cooperation between German and 
Finnish troops were laid down, 

After this conference I traveled, together with General Heinrich, to 
Berlin. There we had further conferences at the Economy and Armament Office 
of the OKW, as to the delivery of material to the Finnish Army. There were 
also conferences with the General Staff of the Air Force about the air war 
and the reinforcement of the Finnish Air Force and its material, 

General Heinrich, after these discussions, also had a meeting with 
Colonel General Halder, in which I did not participate, 

For the third time I met, on the 2nd of June, the Finnish General Staff 
In my statement of the 26th of December I said that this conference took place 
at the end of April or the beginning of May; that was a mistake.

"In accordance with instructions of Marshal Antonescu in May, 19)1, 
the following were in addition sent to the fronticr: the Fronticr Division, 
the Third and First Alpine Rifle Divisions, the Thirteenth Division and an 
armored division, Simultancously with these divisionsthe Germans transferred 

^ the USSR frontier seven German infantry divisions. Thus, at the 
beginning of the Rumanian and German attack on the Sovict Union, there were 
concentrated on the Rumanian frontier with the USSR twelve Rumanian and 
ten German divisions, totalling 600,000 men, 

The documents which have just been submitted to the Tribunal give 
grounds for stating that on the directions from the staff of the Fascist 
conspirators, Rumania's preparations for aggression arainst the Soviet Union 
had begun long before they found their expression on paper in "Plan 
Barbarossa." 

Having attacked the Soviet Union, the Hitlerite lackcys expected 
gratitude from their masters for services renderede On the 27 of July, 191, 
Hitler sent a letter addressed to Antonescu expressing his gratitude to the 
latter and to his army, 

I submit to the Tribunal this lctter from Hitler, addressed to 
Antonescu, as Exhibit USSR-237. Iņ it Hitler writes -- page one of the 
Russian translation of the letter, paragraph three, page Tl in your book 
of documents 

"Congratulate you wholcheartedly on this great success -- for me as 


great a pleasure as it is a satisfaction, The return of Bessarabia will be 
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the best reward for you and your armics." 
The promises of the Fascist bosses were not limited to Bessarabia. 
I beg for permission to return to tho conversation of the 12th of 
February, 1912, between Atonescu and Ribbentrop. This conversation is 


Document USSR-233. I shall now refer to the third paragraph from the top 


which you will find on page 61 of the book of documents. The following

I request you to accept this document as “evidence, and will read paragraphs 
two and four of the paper, page two of the Russian translation and in the 
book of documents, which is in your possession, the corresponding text 
is at pago 66. I quoto paragraph two: 

"In compliance with the wish of your Excellency, I take upon myself 
the responsibility for guarding the territory betwcen the Rivers Dniester 
andDnieper, for maintaining order there, and for its security, in which 
comnection it will only be necessary to delimit, 

"In order to secure order and to direct the cconomic exploitation of 
the occupied territory, and foroscoing the continuation of war, I consider 
it absolutely necessary that unity of cormand should be cstablishede 

"I therefore beg your Excellency to give precise instructions 
defining my rights and my responsibility for the administration and 
economic expl sion of tho territory between the Rivers Dniester and Pug, 


as well as for the guarding of whole territory between the Rivers Dniester 


end Dnicper, for the maintenance of order there and for its securitye 
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"I beg you, your Excellency, to accept my best assurances from your 


devoted General Antonescu,' 


Iwo days after this letter was written, Antonescu appointed a governor 


of the occupied regions of the Sovict Union, to which he gave the name of 
"Transistrian" regions, 

I present to the Tribunal as Document USSR-295, the testimonial of this 
governor, George Alexianu, who was taken prisoner by the Red irmye Alexianu, 
giving details on his nomination, testifies, pare two, paragraph two of the 
Russiantext, page 79 in the book of documents, which is in your possession: 

"Antonescu said that, in connection with the successful advance of the 
German Army, Hitler wrote him a personal letter in which he offered to annex 
to Rumania the Soviet territories captured by the German troops and extending 
from the Dnicster to the Dnieper, and to establish there their own occupation 
authorities," 

On paze 80 of the book of documents, tho beginning -- third page of the 
Russian text of tho testimonial, Alexianu states that in the summer of 19lj2 
he was prose t the Rumanian linistors! Council, at vhich: 

"Marshal Antonescu, referring to the German and Rumanian military 
Successes, stated, 'It is now evident how well I acted when, as early as 
November, 19l0, I came to an agreement with Hitler on the joint aggression 
against the Soviet Unione! 

However, the generosity of the Fascist Fuehrer, who gave Soviet 
territories away, right and left, to his vassals, noticeably diminished in the 
course of the war as the Red Army successes grow. 

In front of me lies Hitler's letter to Ion Antonescu, dated the 25th of 
October, 1943, which I respectfully beg the Tribunal to accept as an Exhibit 
under USSR-2hO. Something like two years and three months had passed since 
the moment when Hitler complimented his Rumanian satrap on seizure of 
Bessarabia. Quite recently, Antonescu had still been tormented by the 


question of organizing a unified administration in Zadniostrovyo, 
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The circumstances and conditions had altered. Hitler now wrote: 


"My next request concerns tho question of the utilization of Transistria, 


unhampered and unrestricted by any formal juridical or economic conSiderations,

As a very poor consolation Hitler added* 

"All these measures have as their aim in the long run, to preserve

This even Antonescu, who so many times subserviently ass 
his faithfulness, could not enduree On the 15th of November, 193, he wrote 
a long reply to Hitler, Without shane Antonescu wrote of how he acocrplisned 
the will of his master for the sake of his country. 

I present Antonescuts letter to Hitler as Document USSR-239 
is dated Bucharest, 14th of November, 193. I quoto, begimning with the 
second paragraph of the letter, at the end of the sixth page of the 
texte It is on page 02 of the book of documents: 

"As to the regime in the Transdnestrio wo agree with your Excellency 
that it is neither opportune nor timely to examine in minor details the 
problem of this territory as a military zonc, a zone of supply, ctc. 

"I would like to begin by explaining the cause of my anxiety. I do 
not know whether the truth about the Rumanian participation in the war, from 
1941 to the present moment, has alvays been told to you -- that this war 
has cost Rumania 300 billions of leis, that during this period we gave 
Germany more than 9 million tons of oil, thus threatening our national stocks, 
as well as the deposits themselves, that we are incurring heavy expenses to 
suport the familiés of 250,000 men who lost their lives in battle, 

"Of course, thc arrival of troops on the Transdnestrian torritory,is, 
as you say, a shield on the gate f Rumania. Our only desire is that this
